REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is directed to a method of identifying a compound which is a potential 
inhibitor of a Tie-2 protein comprising crystallizing, obtaining atomic coordinates, using said 
atomic coordinates to define the active subsites of Tie-2, and identifying a compound that binds 
to one or more active subsites in a manner not previous disclosed in the prior art. The 35 USC 
1 12, 1 st paragraph rejection for claims 21-27 and 32-33, mailed 7/2/07, was removed due to the 
Applicants' amendments. The Examiner's amendment above makes the previously withdrawn
